MRS. BETHEA DIES 
NEAR MORVEN, GA.

Paul Camillieri, a Paris apache 
with a criminal record in his own 
country, was sentenced to serve from 
45 to 65 years in Ning Sing, and 
unless he should escape, or win the 
clemency of some future governor, he 
will remain in the dungeon on the 
Hiudson until 1959. ‘Then he will be 
eligible for a parole. 

Thus closed the Shattuck robbery 
case, a classic crime in the records 
of New York, the investigation of 
which extended around the world with 
the elderly banker, aroused from the 
placid existence of a retired financier, 
pursuing the robbers with the im- 
placable zeal of a Scotland yard man, 

Camillieri and .wo partners in the 
robbery, Eugene Diazet and Maurice 
Bagnoli are in Sing Sing. Diazet 
and Bagnoli serving terms of. from 
40 to 6O years, The fourth man, 
Gabriel Mourey, was caught in Paris 
and sentenced to be beheaded but his 
p-nishment was changed to life im- 
prisonment on the plea ef Shattuck 
himself, who relented when Mourey 
was at his mercy. 

The Shattuck cose, as familiar to 
New York as the Elwell murder case 
of Harry Thaw’s assassination of 
Stanford White, “broke” on a dull 
Sunday morning in thé city rooms 
of the morning papers, when the 
banker, using the edge of a dime as 
a screwdriver, afte? hours of patient 
work in a stifling atmosphere, re- 
moved the lock of the winecellar and 
stumbled into the fresh air. releasing 
his- wife and the family maid. who

Some of the 
jewelry that was stolen from _ the 
dressing room of Mrs. Shattuck was 
recovered, but this was a minor con- 
sideration with the banker. whose 
motivating idea was revenge. 

Cruel as the crime was, it was not 
much, if any worse than a daily 
routine of cases in New York police 
records. But Shattuck’s money and 
influence were such that in one of 
New York’s crimes at least, the rob- 
bers got the utmost limit of the law, 
whereas ten years in Sing Sing is 
the average term for burglars who

their anxiety regarding the Chinese 
situation. While declining to com- 
ment publicly, they have realized for 
months that the trend of the nation- 
alist spirit in China and the lack of 
central government in Pekin portend 
difficulties of an intricate and~ deli- 
cate sort that would have to be solv- 
ed sooner or later. 

Feng already bos withdrawn from 
Pekin, which he took in 1924 by a 
coup executed while he was a subor- 
dinate commander of the Chihli mil- 
itary party, then headed by Wu-Pei- 
Fu, who was thrust out of the politi- 
cal picture in China because of Feng's 
defection.

Before he got into the main part 
of his address, which lasted a_ brief 
half hour, he had completely won the 
friendship and interest of his audi- 
ence, When he suggested then that 
he might stop, there were shouts of 
“No, no!

WATER IS NEN T £0 AIR. 


One hundred pounds of the body 
weighing ~ 150 
pounds is water. Man is two-thirds 
water and can live longer without 
food than without water. There is a 
constant daily loss of watef, through 
the ‘kidneys, the skin and the lungs, 
amounting to an average of — three 
quarts, or say 51-2 pounds, and tiis 
is ordinarily made up by the water 
intake. ‘There is a very small amount 
of water excreted through ‘the intes- 
tine (only two or three ounces) and 
in such secretions as saliva or spu- 
tum, tears and the like. How long a 
man may live witlrout water is a ques- 
tion, perhaps not over a week. An 
animal deprived of water dies when 
one-tenth of its water has been ex- 
creted from the body. Man ordinarily 
exeretes one-tenth of his water in 
three or four days when deprived of 
water: 

The daily excretion of five or six 
pints of water occurs through the 
various excretory organs in about this 
proportion: Through the _ kidneys. 
three pints; through the skin, 11-2 
pints; through the lungs (in the form 
of aqueous ‘vapor’ in the expired air) 
from a pint to 11-2 pints. These 
are only average figures and apply to 
an individual at rest. The amounts 
of water excreted through the skin 
and the lungs increase greatly with 
muscular activity and with increased 
atmospheric temperature, The amount 
excreted through the kidneys ordi- 
narily diminishes when the skin ex- 
cretion: is increased, and vice versa. 

The five or six ‘pints of water neec- 
essary in the daily intake is not all 
drinking water, but includes also the 
water in foods, such as milks, fruits, 
fresh yegetables, and the water 
formed in the body from the oxida- 
tion of the hydrogen in carbohydrates, 
proteins and fats. Nutrition chemists 
estimate that on an ordinary mixed 
diet a man thus manufactures: by oxi- 
dation, about four ounces of wate> 
for every 1.000 calories of food me- 
tabolized. So here is nearly a pint 
of water newlw formed in the body 
every day. 

Old theories or prejudices aside, the 
uses or purposes of water in the 
body are (1) the surface of the lungs 
must be moist before the exchange 
of oxygen and carbon dioxid can take 
place. (2) circulating water (in the 
blood) makes possible the regulation 
of the body temperature, the equali- 
zation of the warmth of the body ;° (3) 
the evaporation of water from the 
skin keeps the ‘body from becoming 
overheated: (4) water is essential for 
the maintenance of function in all the 
mucous membranes of the bédy: (5) 
the secretion of bile. bv the liver an 
the excretion of urine through the kid- 
Lneys depends upon.an adequate sun- 
ply of water; (6) sufficient water ‘s 
necessary to maintain the normal 
movements of the joints—the natural 
lubricant of joints and tendon 
sheathes is mainly’ water: (7) plenty 
of water is necessary to enable the 
stomach and intestine foe absorb the 
products of digestion; (8) peristalsis 
ithe rythmiec wave ‘movements hy 
which the intestinal coutents are pro- 
pelled) fail te be effective if there ia 
not a sufficient supply of water: 
{9)-a Viberal drink of water not only 
stimulates peristalsis but stimulates 
the secretion of gastric juice in the 
stomach and improves digestion.

Please give your version of the dif- 
ference between heat prostration ai 
sunstroke.

Answer.—I have’ no version, Heat 
exhaustion is simply shock or collapse 
or fainting. to be treated as any other 
form of shock or fainting or col- 
lapa®. Heat stroke or sunstroke fs. 
loss of consciousness with flushing of 
the face and sterlorous breathing and 
an elevation of temperature. So 
called heat exhaustion or heat pros- 
tration is sgenérally a coincidence— 
the fainting or collapse is due to 
other causes, but happens to come 
when the weather is very warm and 
everybody likes to blame the weather.

THE EGYPTIANS. 
The Beggar is taxed 
For a place to die In.

All the land of the Egyptian em- 
pire was under the control of the 
Pharaoh, and he allotted it to those 
whom he desired to enjoy the use 
of it. To cope with the problem of 
suppo-ting the church the king turn- 
ed one-third of all the land over to 
the priests, requiring them to ob- 
tain their support from working ‘or 
renting the property. ‘The king re- 
tained a portion of the land tu be 
worked by peasants under the super- 
vision of royal stewards. The nobles, 
who were in reality “little kings” al- 
who were in reality “little king. «4s0 
shared in the division of the territorr. 
Thes enobles and high officials were 
chosen. by the king from the priests 
who composed the scholarly and re- 
fined class of Egyptian society. The 
actual tilling of the soil was done 
by the peasants, as is the case in 
practically all countries. ‘The aver- 
age peasant rented a small tract of 
land, usually sabou ttwo acres and 
here he sowed and harvested his crop 
and peid rent with one-thira of his 
oduce, A men could hardly sup- 
port a family on such a small in- 
come and so the peasants hired out 
to the nobles who paid them so much 
per day for their labor, but this’ pay 
kind and not in money, 
‘These farmers of Hgypt did not 
live out in the country upen the land 
which they worked, but- dwelled in 
the towns and villages and journeyed 


. 


forth to their farms with the morn- 
ing and returned with the night. The 
majority of these people lived 
wretched mud hoves which were 
stuffy, dirty and thoroughly unfit to 
live in. Nevertheless, this class of 
people seemed to enjoy life to the 
utmost, they were gay and carefree, 
fearing only the burdens of taxation. 
And this fear of taxation did not die 
with the ancient world but lives. to- 
day and baunts no ta few people of 
the preseut time. In Egypt a man 
was responsible for his taxes with ali 
that he owned and if he was unable 
to pay them and his property proved 
insufficient to satisfy the king he 
was immediately transported to the 
roval mines were tke pay was extract- 
ed in labor. 

In the towns of _ * many trades 
and professions’ were practiced. There 
wer emerchants, vhysicians, notaries, 
who were in a way attoriey-at-law, 
master builders and numerous other 
artisans. At the end of the industrial 
ladder we find the. most wretched 
class in Egypt. the unskilled laborers, 
They were little more than slaves and 
they really might have-been far bet- 
ter off had they been slaves. Their 
eyes of their master 0 
lives amounted to nothing in the eyes 
of their master, they were nothing 
more than anaminate machines of en- 
ergy to be used and pushed to their 
task with the barbed-lash until worn 
out and then killed and thrown aside 
much as we junk worn oft machin- 
ery today.

A communique issued -at Stinnes

It states the exact con- 
trary is the ease and that a new 
program, under the direction of Hugo 
Stinnes, Jr., will devote itself to ra- 
tional centralization of the various 
Stinnes enterprises. 

The voluntary support of the Ber-

after because of fhe weather bureau pre- 
dicting probably showers and cooler for 
Oklahoma and the Texas Pan Handle, part 
cloudy for other seetions of Texas, but re- 
covered in the afternoon. The continn- 
ance of generally fair weather was the 
forecast for the eastern half of the belt, 

A general heavy rain is needed in vnear- 
ly all districts of the cotton region for 
both éarly and late cotton and for germl- 
nation of that which is not up. In some 
places in south Texas planting is not fin- ' 
ished at this late date, and will not be 
conipleted until it rains. 

While the average condition of the plant 
for the belt as a whole is higher than the 
10-year average, as noted by last Tuesday's 
government report, 76.6 against 72, Texas 
figured 70 against 72. 

The average condition of south and cen- 
tral Texas, which produced about 40 per 
cent of last year’s crop of Texas, or about 
2,000,000 bales, had an average condition 
on May 25 of only 56 and was 24 to 26 
days iater than tsual and about one week 
later than last year. In some places cot- 
ton was dying. There has been no rain 
of consequence in those sections or in 
other parts of the belt.
